The Enroptt's News— General Hissat- 


isfhctloii at Hie result ot the \v»r. 


A tone pervades the intelligence lirctight 


by the Europa which will probably strike 
tfie -reader as indicative of considerable 
discontent and misgiving reaijjjting Louis 
Napoleon's abrujit conclusion "Of^he. war in 
Italy. There is even ail intimation that 
matters there may not be to easily arranged 
upon the basis oi the Vil'afranca treaty, as 
the two Emperors seem to have taken for 
granted they would be. A rumor prevail- 
ed that- Garibaldi and his legion would re- 
fuse to lay down their arms, but would 
continue a guerilla warfare, the ol.ject of 
which would be the further annoyance of 
Austria. 
Garibaldi, we apprehend, has 


too much Rood sense to attempt anything 
of the kind, as alone he could accomplish 
nothing, tut the prevalence of such a-rumor 
indicates a general impression that the 
terms of peace are not generally satisfac- 
tory to the Italians. Report- were also 
prevalent of active dissatisfaction in Venice, 
in Tuscany, and even at Milan, and al so 
•that Victor Emnnuel had warmly express- 
ed his dissatisfaction. .The latter reports, 
however, are disproved by the cordial re- 
ception given to the King of Sardinia, at 
Milan, and by the language of Victor 
Bmanuel's. proclamation to his army. 
- If the announcement in ths Anslrian 
Correipondenzii correct, the view express- 
ed by the Courrier des filals Unit, quoted 
in Monday's Comm trcial, viz : that J'eochiera 
and Mantua, two of. the far-famed fortifica- 
tions, were ceded to Sardinia with Lom- 
bard)', is incorrect. The Austrian journal, 
apparently speaking officially, says that 
Lombardy, as far as the line of the Mincio, 
is ccde'd to Sardinia, and that Peschiera 
and Mantua, with the whole of Vcnetia, 
remain in the possession of) Austria. 
If 


the Austrian statement is correct, no stretch 
of interpretation of the basis of peace can 
make that arrangement fulfil the nrowe'd 
purpose!) of the Emperor of France on en- 
tering upon the war. 
He. has not liberated 


Italy from Austrian sway, much less has 
he made Italy .free to the Adriatic. On 
the contrary, he has confirmed Austria in 
her dominion over a portion of Italy, and 
lefther in a position at any time to reas- 
sert her dominion over that portion of 
Italy, which she has lost, her fortresses 
bristling along the line of the inconsider- 
able river which divides her possessions 
from those of Sardinia, while Lombard)', 
now to be a part of Sardinia, is left without 
a single fortified city on the border. See- 
ing that Venice, not to the Adigc, as by 
some was first suppressed, and which 
wculd have given Sardinia two of the large 
fortifications, but to the Mincio, which in- 
cludes the whole fourj is retained by Aus- 
tria, the -Emperor Napoleon is very far 
from having fulfilled the promise given in 


inspired bj the public declarations of Louis 
Napoleon when he commenced the war,- 
are not likely to be realized. 
Seeing, too, 


how utterly he has compromised himsell, 
by thus strengthe'iing Austria in n portion! 
oi Italy, by ridding her ol a province that 
she could hold only with difficulty, and 
confirming her in the possession of one 
which she can keep subject with ease, we 
naturally look with distrust upon the other 
part of the arrangement, the confederation 
of the, minor 
Italian 
States, 
under 


the honorary 
Presidency of 
the Tope, 


which 
otherwise 
we 'were 
disposed 


to regaid as n 
great boon 
to Italy. 


" By the way, we may here correct an er- 
ror into which some have mllun, they con- 
ceiving that Sardinia is to be included in 
the confederation. 
The basis of the ar- 


rangement will not hear this interpetration. 
Sardinia remains an independent Kingdom, 
with an enlarged territory, and the minor 
•talcs are to constitute a confederation, 
viz : Venetia, Parma, Tuscany, Modenu, 
Lucca, the States ol the 'Church, and Ihe 
Kingdom ol Naples. 
Seeing, we say, that 


Austria has been thus favored with respect 
to her immediate provinces, we nre led to 
fear also th-t the proposed 
confederation, 


with un "honoraiy" Presidency, will pri.vu 
lo be only a plan for gratifying i.er through 
the petty rulers of the minor slates, who 
will almost certainly be subservient to her 
will. 


With respect to this second part of the 


arrangement, however, no'decisive opinion 
can he formed until further information 
reaches us. 


In the meantime it is very .clear that a 


general disappointment is felt rt thesuddr-n 
and ignoble conclusion of the war, and ii 
we mistake not the almost unireiral feel- 
ing in Europe, but esptcinlh in England, 
is one of mistrust.of the motives and pur- 
poses 01 Louis Napoleon in, m:king it. 
Even if the motive which he assigns for 
making such a treaty be accepted as the 
only and true one, viz: thai the contest was 
about to assume proportions no longer in 
keeping with the interests that France has 
m \>, it is unsatisfactory. 
But it is impos- 


sible that that can be a'ccepti d as the onlv 
true motive lor bringing the war to ail 
end. « hen the Emperor of France com- 
menced the war, he had counter the cost, 
HecouM not expert to be more victorious 
tl.on he has 
been. 
He had providid 


sgainst the contingency of Prussia and the 
rest of Ge many joining Austria, by obtain- 
ing a pledge from Russia ot assistance if 
they did so, and by inducing Russia to 
make public her purpose. And with all 
contingencies in view he did not then think 
that the interests of France in (he matter 
were too slight to warrant her engaging in 
the conflict. On the contrary, he proclaimed 
that interest and duty and honor alike re- 
quired her lo <arry the contest on until 
either ."Austria should rule to the Alps or 
Italy ne ires to the Adriatic." With vic- 
tory accompanying him at every step he 
cannot, wtbnut being s:u tified.now believe 
and affirm that the game was not worth 
th» candle. 


liiiglani plainly does not believe this to 


be Napoleon'a real motive, nor probably 
liocn any European powar, and England 
also feels that she and other neutral 
powers, whose good offices were repeatedly 
tendered, and wnosc interests in the settle- 
ment of the depute are created by the 
trcstjei of 18157h8ve been (rested with at 


least discourtesy by the Emperor of France 
in thus atsuming on his own responsibility 
lo make a permanent disposition of a great 
European question.

What 
sleep they get is by piecemeals, an hour 
here and an hour there, sometimes on their 
beds, but pftcner in their cariiages, while 
waiting for the boats. 


Though we occasionally hear of the incivil- 


it y of these men, we very rarely see an in- 
stance of it. They are importunate,it is true, 
alwaysjnaking themselvec seen and heard 
when there nre any passengers in- prospect, 
but as a general thing they are a good na- 
tured class of men, when well treated, and 
perfect gentlemen, compared with the hack 
drivers of New York and other large cities. 


Every man who takes a notion that way, 


feels himself privileged to abuse a hack 
driver, oftener behind his back than before 
his face, forg citing that he isaman of like 
passions and susceptibilities as themselves, 
and if he were otherwise he would not be 
worthy of their patronage.

nation. Venetia, it is true, remains 1 
Austria, but will nevertheless he an Italia 
Confederation. The union of Lombarc 
with Piedmont creates for us a poiverl 
ally, who will owe to us its ir.dependenc 
The Italian Governments which have r 
mained inactive, or which have been calle 
back into their possessions, .will compr 
hend the necessity .of salutary reforms.
